CANADIAN BREEDING BUREAU FLOURISHES. 

Ten More Horses To Be Distributed Through the 
Dominion This Month. 

.Montreal. Que.. September 3.— Colonel McLangh- 
lln, of MtHlicine ll.nt, has been appointed secretary 
of the Canadian National Bureau of Breeding for 
Altierta. The ctilonel is .a man of wide experience 
in the breeding of horses and was especially selecteil 
b.v the war office in Ixindoii when it was decided 
to send a mini to the Canadian northwest to make 
a hiiai effort at the improvement in the breed of 
cavalr.v horses. He will remain in Alberta for a 
.vear and a lialf at least and will devote most of his 
1 line to the work of securing good mares and cros-- 
liig theui with the thoroughbred. 

■ .T**''. ^’“tional Bureau.” says Colonel McLaughlin 

in his letH-r accepting the secretaryship for Alberta, 
•'has arrivt-d at a most opportune time. This pro- 
vince and Siiskatcliewan have been overrun with 
Clydes and the result is that the market has bwn 
glutted. There are just about enough lighter mares. 
Iiowever. to commence the breeding of a saddle and 
tavalr.v t.vp<- and the conditions for developing such 
toals is im.-iurpas-st-tl. The main objection hereto- 
fore of the farmer who is asked to bring his mares 
to a tlioroughlired stallion has been that he has not 
lieeii s-ire of getting a suitable price for the foal la 
a c:>uiur.v where work hors*»s are most in demand. 
Th<- war offii-e. 1 am sure, will change this and 
will make it wMih the farmer’s while to go in for 
the half-bred. With a market secured, the rest 
should be a matter of work and business sense.” 

Colonel Mcl..aiighlin is ready at once to place sev- 
eral stallions in comfortable quarters on Alberta 
farms and these will be sent to him from the head- 
quarters of the bureau in Montreal. The names of 
the stallions selected will be given In a few davs. 
None but superior thoroughbreds will be sent to the 
west. An effort will be made to get a cheap rate 
of transportation from the railways, as It Is easy 
to see that they will get their revenue when the 
reniounts are being shipped back to the seaboard. 

Delcaiita will be iires«-ute<l to the bureau as soon 
as his racing days are over and Botanist will also 
proliably close his career in the national stnd.

•Vngust Belmont, the I.orillards. A. .1. Pas.satt and 
otlier leading owners. As a riiler he was eis.l- 
headed. sagacious, a vigorous linislier. and. like 
I.saae .Mmydiy. a masterly iiid-ge of pace. For .Mr. 
.Nanford lie rode sonic uotahle races on .Monarchi.st 
and I’reakness. oin* memorable display of grand 
.ftiekeysbip ladiig wlien in Hie last strides lie fairiv 
lifted I’reakness into a dead beat with Bpriugiiok 
in the long-remejiilH'retl race for the Saratoga t'liii' 
of 1.S75. At that time Hayward was in the meridian 
of liis fame as a rider.
